Washington, Oct. 8.—A severe check 


will be put on the solicitation of char- 
ity funds throughout the country if the 
report prepared by Henry T. Noyes of 
Rochester, N. Y.,. delegated by the Uni- 
ted States to investigate conditions, is 
accepted by commercial interests in the 
large cities. The plan advocated by Mr. 
Xbyei would establish a central bureau 
at Washington,' under the chambers of 
commerce of the United States super- 
vision. There all charities, not strictly 
local, could be investigated. Each cham- 
ber, of commerce which subscribed for 
the purpose of such protection would 
then be entitled to full reports on any 
solicitation which might come. And all 
misinformation and .hocus pocus could 
be eliminated.

able, yet there i 
1* bound up in it more of 


the past and future history of the world 
than anv other trouble which confronts 
tatesmep. 


People read so much about 
brigands 


nd massacres. Bulgarians and Albanians, 
ui(l one thing and another, that they for- 
get that these things are merely the 
smallest details and only indirectly buve 
i bearing on the great problem which the 
Ralkans present. It is a case of not be- 
ing able to see the wood for the trees. 


It must, be remembered i» the first 


place that, the Balkans have been a bat- 
tleground for centuries. 
Constantinople 


fell into the. hands of the Turks 
just, 


thirty-nine years before the discovery of 
America. It was an event scarcely less 
epoch-making than the voyage of Colum- 
bus. 


For 400 years after that the Turks 


were trying to break into Europe through 
the Balkans and the Christian 
powers 


were trying to keep them nut. Time and 
again the Turks gnt as far as Buda-

Recent poli- 
tics in Knrope has treiu'.ed to bring Eng- 
land and Russia closer together on some 
questions and perhaps this year's diffi- 
culty is not a row between them. 


England fought the Crimean war to 


keep Russia out of Turkey, and in 187S, 
when Russia had an army almost within 
sight of Constantinople and could easily 
lisivn taken it. it was a British fleet on 
its way to the. Bosphorus which made 
Russia pull hack and mibmit to the de- 
cision of the Berlin conference. One of 
the things which this conference decided 
was that Russia should be allowed to 
bring no warships through the. Bosphorus 
from the Black sea to the Mediterranean. 


The Black sea is a Russian lake, lint

but lacking in judgment. 
Others, 


however, counted upon the cupidity of 
the public and victimized the investor to 
such an extent that land mortgages have 
been a stench in the nostrils of the in- 
vestor ccr sinvce. 


"The plan which I am now at work

Europe hns demonstrated beyond ques- 
tion that these organizations, with or 
without stale aid. but all inspected and 
carefully guarded by the state, have re- 
sulted in financing, in the. most satisfac- 
tory way, the agricultural interests of all 
Europe.' It has demonstrated as well 
that these systems may be adopted ill 
the United States and thai we may even, 
with the experiments of Europe to guide 
UP. vastly improve upon the European 
systems and. do for the American farmer 
what has been done for the European 
farmer—create a rendy market for agri- 
cviltjtral securities at low rates of inter- 
est and i.-ilh unburdcnsomc amortization 
and thus afford a natural increase and. 
in some cases, double the production of 
his soil.'' 


It is this big fact which makes a lit- I 


lie riot in the, Balkans of such enormous 
importance and keeps every prime min- 
ister in Europe awake nights thinkiilg 
about it.

veil drilled. 
King Ferdinand, of Bnl-

•er.rs it has been his ambition to build 
ip an empire in Southeastern Europe, 
vith himself as ruler, much as Emperor 
William is 'ruler over the states 
and 


kingdoms of Germany. 


Servia also has ambitions. The Mou 


;encgran monarch, long a prince, lias re- 
'ently become a king, Greesc, although 
not too strong, feels that if Turkey is to 


i sliced up she should have * piece. 
The present situation arose out of the 


Albanian rebellion of a year or two ago, 
which Turkey put down with character 
istic barbarism.

Confidence. 


-Constantinople, Oct. 0.—The Turkish 


government awaits coming events with 
calm assurance according to Noradund- 
.ghiah Effendi, the Ottoman foreign min- 
ister. In an interview given to the As- 
sociated Press today he said: 
- • 


"We face the future with perfect con- 


fidence. I should like to point out, 
however, that the declaration of war-by 
Montenegro was made contrary to the 
practice adopted by all civilized states. 
It went against the stipulation of The 
Hague convention, of which Montenegro 
was a signatory. 


"In the first place, no .attempt was 


made to seek the good offices of a third 
party in order to find a means of avoid- 
ing conflict. 


"Secondly, the declaration of war did 


not set forth any real or tangible 
cause for war. 


"Thirdly, Montenegro opened hostil- 


ities without granting the usual pre- 
liminary delay and actually before the 
declaration of war was presented to 
the Porte."
